Be  that  us  it  my,  they 
tarfed  rapidly  down  the  rocky  road,  along 
w  hacb  were  thrywn  411  the  party  but  two, 


Modoc*  Massacred. 


At  daylight  on  Sunday,  June  8th,  John 
and  James  Fairchild,  with  twelve  others, 
started  from  Fairchild’s  ranche  with  seven¬ 
teen  Modoc  captives  for  Boyle.s  camp  on 
the  Peninsula.  On  arriving  at  the  crossing 
of  Lost  River  the  party  came  across  a  com¬ 
pany  of  Oregon  volunteers  commanded  by 
Capt.  Hizer.  The  Modoc  captives  with 
their  guard  halted  for  a  short  time,  and  the 
volunteers  departed.  James  Fairchild,  with 
five  of  the  Mod  oca,  who  were  lying  bound 
in  the  wagon,  remained  longer  than  the  rest 
of  his  party  at  the  crossing,  and  after  start¬ 
ing  to  overtake  his  companions,  was  over¬ 
taken  about  a  mile  from  the  crossing  by 
three  men,  who  presented  their  rifles  at 
Fairchild’s  head,  and  threatened  him  with 
death  in  case  he  interfered  write  them.  The 
men  then  removed  the  five  Modoc  y’risoners 
from  the  wagon  and  massacred  them.  The 
murderers  are  supposed  to  belong  to  the 
company  of  Oregon  volunteers.

A  little  further  down 
the  roud  I  found  Lizzie  Duped,  with  her 
face  badly  bruised.  Also,  Jennie,  who  was 
considerably  bruised  about  the  person, 
liicy  were  badly  frightened,  crying  and  mak¬ 
ing  a  big  fuss.  Near  by,  was  Annie  Campbell, 
not  much  injured  but 

A  short  distance  further _ _ _  _ 

found  Theodore  Jooobus  lying  on  his  bock. 

Then  I  found  Mary  Lyon,  with  her  leg , 
terribly  broken.  The  latter  was  suffering 
dreadfully.  The  young  man  who  was  with 
the  party,  in  a  buggy,  at  once  said  he  would 
take  Miss  Lyou  to  Boon  ton.  She  was  lifted 
in  the  buggy  and  sent  to  the  hotel,  where 
she  had  been  employed  as  a  servant. 

John  Taylor  and  Mary  Nash  remained  in 
the  wagon  until  the  horses  ran  into  the  pass¬ 
ing  coal  train.  They  were  then  thrown  to 
the  ground,  but  escaped  serious  injury, 
although  one  horse  was  instantly  killed,  the 
OtHer  badly  injured,  the  wagon  demolished  '  Three  minute*  walk  from  two  railroad  stations 
and  twelve  coal  ears  thrown  from  the  track. 

How  it  happened  that  not  a  single  member 
of  the  party  was  killed  is  eertrinly  myster¬ 
ious.  In  a  narrow’  mountain  road,  hemmed 
in  Ik* tween  rocks,  in  the  darkness,  with 
the  cars  running  bat  a  short  distance  away, 
what  must  have  been  the  feeling  of  the  par¬ 
ty  when  the  frightened  horses  started 
rapidly  toward  the  railroad,  the  cars  on 
which  were  heard  and  the’  lights  seen  ?
